NORTH ADAMS, Feb. 17~—The un- 
nual banquet of the Retail Merchunts’ 
association was held: Friday evening at 
the Wellington.

Speaker Cole was then ‘introduco!, 
He devoted the main part of his ad- 
dress to special legislation and a sug:

has employed. In part he said: 

“The great. public question of today 
is the government of our cities. The 
reformer fills pages about it, and his 
pessimism often stops with (pointing 
out the evil. The remedy usually 
sought is through appeal to the higher 
governing bodics until the complexity 
of the public statutes confounds even 
the lawyer. . 

“In one, breath city officials cry to 
the state, Let us alone,’ and in another 
they appeal for new taws for new 
exigencies. It has seemed to me a 
possible solution might be found in a 
return to the principles upon which a 
lirge part of our local government still 
rests. Our forefathers established u¢ 
nation, state, city or town, They simp- 
ly planted themselves and made then. 
selves a settlement. As they grew 
their government grew complex ani 
town government wag the result.

‘A Sensible Order. 


The Massachusetts Board of Railroad 
Commissioners have always shown a 
most sensible appreciation of the public 
needs, and their recent order regarding 
the use of search lights on street cars is 
no exception, They recognize that 
such lights are great aids to safe run- 
ning in some sections and a great 
nuisance. to the public in some other 
sections im the following order they 
have just issued: — 

“A railway in or along the side 
of a highway offers opportunities 
for obstruction that are mot of- 
fered by railways ayhich are con- 
stryicted sover private lands. ‘To 


equipped. with a powerful arc light 
as a safeguard against accidént. 
It has been said that this streetcar 
light is no more objectionable than 
some of the lights used on auto- 
mobiles. We cannot accept that 
stafement; but if it were true the 
comparison is not profitable. The 
fact that other lights may be an 
annoyance or menace to people 
using old-time methods. of going 
abroad at night does not justify 
usin approving a further invision 
of their rights. It is true that here 
isa public demand for high speed 
on these railways and this undoubt- 
edly makes it necessary in the in- 
terest of safety to throw light a 
considerable distance ahead of the 
car. If to do this an are light of 
as high candle power as that under 
examination is to be used, com- 
panies must take prompt action to 
provide a suitable device for so 
governing the direction of the light 
as to contine the effect of its high 
power to the track. Meanwhile 
they should turn off or obscure the 
light while cars are moving through

Last Saturday Morning. 


One of the most joyous svcial events

The fire started in the attic and it is . 
thought that it originated from defective 
electric wiring, the worst damage being 
done in the vicinity of the wires. It 
was discovered by an employee who had 
smelled smoke for almost an_ hour. 
He did not investigate before as 
he thought the odor was coming from 
the kitchen. On opening the door lead- 
ing to the attic he was met by a stifling 
cloud of smoke and flame. 
The loss by fire and water is placed at 
$1200 and is fully covered by insurance. 
Over four hundred Phillips academy 
students take their meals at the dining 
hall and were served with lunch Satur- 
day noon as usual, although the manage- 
ment was put to corsiderable inconven- 
ience to prepare the meal.

In explanation of Andover's attitude 
Principal i, Stearns said: . 

“For the past five or six years. An- 
dover and Exeter athletes have demon- 
strated that these -two schools are at 
least in thé smaller college class, and 
fee] therefore that it is not a square 
deal to be classed with the schools in) 
the interscholastie league. Andovers 
inuin interest has been her team races 
with Exeter, but the management of 
the B. A. A. games has seen fit to re- 
luse to allow the two teams to run on 
the claim that there was not room for 
the events because of the number o0f 
college teams wishing to compete, Re- | 
senting this Andover did not partic- 
ipate in the recent college meet. 

“The attempt to force Andover 19 
join the imrerscholastic games, is not 
relished here, because it is felt chat 
it is not fair to class Andover and Exe- 
ter with the smaller’ ’preparatorv 
schools and the high schools. There is 
on age limit governing the interschol- 
astic entries which debars many of An- 
doyer's best men, This does not give 
Andover a fair chance to show what 
her athletes can do, for she cannot 
send her strongest team, 

“IT have had considerable corres 
pondence’ with B. A. A. officials, and 
have urged Andover’s claim to be al- 
lowed to run a-team race with Exeter 
at the college games, but have veen 
met with a refusal, Under the circum- 
stances I advised the boys not to com- 
rete this year. I cannot understand the 
claim of the B. A, A. management that 
there was not room for the Andover- 
Exeter rélay race this year, for I notice 
that they. had sevefal Y. M, C. A, team 
races,’ ” - 

‘It is‘plain that it is felt Mere that ahe 
idea of the management in trying to 
put Andover and Exeter im ‘the inter- | 
scholastic class is an effort to boom 
those games, for it is_well known that 
Andover-Exeter relay race is a strong 
arawing card.

WILL OF MRS. CHASE SET ASIDE 
BY COURT.

SALEM, Mass., Feb. 20—Judge MHar- 
mon in the Essex county probate court 
handed a_ decision Tuesday setting 
aside the will of Mrs. Jennie P. Chase 
of Swampscott. Judge Harmon also set 
aside the decree of adoption whereby 
DeForest Woodruff Chase, son of Dr. 
Horace Chase, was made Mrs. Chase's 
sale heir, 

Judge Harmon's decisions on both 
the will and the adoption were obrict 
but terse, He referred briefly to the ,e€- 
tition of Mrs. Chase’s next of kin to 
have her will set aside the petition 
having been filed with the court by 
Leonard H. Phillips end other rela- 


tives of Mrs, Chase. -The court thea 
said: . 

“\ After a hearing it appeared that the 
said instrument (the will ‘of Mrs. 


Chase) was procured by the undue in- 
fluence of her husbane, Horace ChaSe: 
it is therefore decreed» that the caid 
instrument be: disallowed as the last 
*will and testament of the said déceas- 
cd and the petition filed by Dr. Chase 
for the right to administer the affairs 
cf the estate be dismissed.’ -¥ 

Of the adoption of DeForrest Wood- 
ruff Chase by Mrs; Chase, the court 
said that the adoption not only was 
illegal but that in securing it Dr. 
Chase had perpetrated a fraud upoa 
the court. Judge Harmon therefore or- 
aered revoked the decree of adoption. 

Dr, Chase was married in 1898. He 
was a widower and had one son De- 
Forrest Woodruff Chase, who severai 
years afterwards was adopted by Mrs. 
Chase and in the will which was filed 
with the Essex County probate cour! 
the young man was made the scle 
heir of his foster mother. 

Mrs, Chase was found dead in t2 
kitchen of her home in Swampscott 
were the 
bodies of several of her nets. Phe 
death of Mrs. Chase was surrounded 
with considerable mystery and al- 
though it was believed, that her death 
Was caused by the inhalation of illumi- 
nating as an investigation was pegun 
and a suicide verdict rendered. Later, 
however, the case was reopened and fs 
row under consideration by District 
Attorney Peters. By the death of Mrs. 
Chase, DeForrest Woodruff Chase © i!l- 
herited the estate of his foster mother 
Who was estimated to be ~ worth 
about $1,500,000 but he lMved only * 
few months after he inherfted the 
hroperty and as a result of his death 
the fortune reverted to Dr. Cinase. 
who, in consequence of the manner fi! 
Which .Mrs, Chase's property was 
bound by legal restrictions could nt 
share in the estaté upon the death of 
his wife. Leonard H, Phillips, the

For building county buildings the 
commissioners _ask for $10,000, Last 


; year it was $500 more, Here Mr. Bates 


Was questioned as to the special need 
for this amount, and he explained that 
the sheriff had asked for the erection 
of a hospital in connection with the 
salem jail, which would cost practi- 
coHy $10,000. 

At this point Representative Conway 


of Boston of the committee, asked if} 


te thought this more important than 
the improvement at the County Truant 
school .at Lawrence. Mr. Bates admit- 
ted that he did not. Still $2000 had been 
spent on improvements to the place 
last summer, 

Mr. Conway said it did not seem pos- 
sible and Mr. Bates answered that it 
would if he could have seen the school 
last year. 

Mr. Conway replied that it could not 
ne much worse than it is now. He con- 
sidered it a disgrace and that someone 
ought to be responsible for the condi- 
tion of affairs. 

Representative Goodhue of Ipswich 
of the committee acked if such items 
as rebuilding barns and out-buildings 
destroyed by fire were not covered in 
the item of $10,000, and the commis- 
sicner answered that it was. This 
hrought out the matter of insurance 
and Mr, Bates explained that it was 
not the policy of the board to insure 
county property in places where men 
were on duty all day and all night as 
i1 county jails. In the case.of isolated 
barns like the one in Ipswich that was 
burned, an insurance wa: carried, In 
that case there was an insurance of 
$500. ; 

Chairman Kyle of the committee 
brought Mr. Bates back to the county 
truant school again by remarking that 
it was unfortunate that the county 
commissioners had said in their in- 
nual report that ‘the commissioners 
are pleased to report that the truant 
school is in a prosperous and satisfac- 
tery condition; the buildings are ir 
excellent repair.’ It was hard to report 
« bill calling for money for a new 
county truant school and. have some 
member read this report when the 
matter is under consideration. What 
was meant by it? 

Mr. Bates explained that the county 
commissioners were not referring — to 
the buildings in their report but to the 
school, . ; 

“But you say that the buildings are 
ir excellent repair,’”” suggested one of 
the committee. 

“They are in comparison with a year 
ago,’ answered Mr. Bates. ; 

The next item in the list was truant 
school for which $15,000 is asked for. 
Last year $10,000 was appropriated and 
$12,000 expended. The safety of the 
building was then tovched upon and 
Mr. Bates explained that the commis- 
sioners were already arranging to have 
fire escapes put on the building; since 
so much attention has been called to 
the school the commissioners have 
asked that a state inspector of build- 
ings make an examination. This has 
been done and fire escapes are to fol- 
low as a consequence, He did not know 
that the building had ever been in- 
spected before. Members of the com- 
mittee expressed the positive belief 
that it could not have been.

| KNIGHTS OF PYTHIAS EVENT IN | HOTEL RELIPF BILL ENACTED 


BY SENATE, 


BOSTON, Feb, 21—The state senate 
yesterday afternoon enacted: the notel 
rcHef bill, and it was immediately sent 
to the governor. 

It reached the executive department 
before 3 o'clock, and it was thought 
the governor might immediately affix 
his signature. He did not de so, how- 
ever, Instead he passed the bill over 
to the attorney’ general for further ex- 
amination. 

In view of the importance of the 
measure and having in mind also the 
famous “semi-colon” error in the liquor 
legislation of some years age, the «ev- 
ernor felt that the attorney general 
vt og give the measure his final scru- 
iny. 

The governor did sign the bill for a 
commission of insurance experts ‘ca 
prepare a codification of the insurance 
laws acting in conjunction with the 
iegislative committee on insurance. 

In the senate and house the theatre 
till was amended, rules were suspended 
in each branch, and the bill wene 
through its final stages. 

After this had been done a conference 
was held in the executive depart) :nt 
and the provisions of the bill expiamed 
to the governor. 

Representatives Bennett of Saugus, 
Porter of Amesbury, Ames of Orange, 
and Barnes of Weymouth were prezent 
with Chief Shaw of the district police 
and Insurance Commissioner Cutting. 
The latter told the governor that the 
bil: was not opposed by the Insurance 
intersts and Chief Shaw said that t& 
was satisfactory to his department, It 
was explained that the amendments 
tacked on to the “bill were drawn. hy 
the attorney general. 

Tn its new form the bill provides thax 
#)' ordinary buildings such as town 
halls, church rooms, etc.,, where “oc- 
casional presentation: of dramatic, op- 
eratic or other performances are giv- 
en” must be in a condition satisfactory 
to the inspection department of the 
state police, which grants the licenses 
for the use of such buildings for public 
rerformances as stated. Ags amended 
the bill exempts the buildings describ- 
ed from the sections of chapter 104 of 
the revised laws relating to theatres. 

When the bill reached the house. 
after having been amended in the sen- 
ate, Representative Ferber of Boston 
made a statement in explanation of 
the amendments put on the bills am 
the third reading, of which he is chair- 
man. He said that he was not op 
posed to the object for which the biil 
was introduced, but had opposed the 
general wiping out of the laws for the 


sake of helping specific cases: _.Mr. 
Ferber said: ; 
“Certain members for the sake ‘Vf

Senator Chapple of Fssex, dissenting 


from the favorable report of the com-, 


mittee on probate and chancery. said 
the only state In the union which ob- 
serves the day is Colorado, and in view 
of the great number of great men 
whom we would like to honor he 
thought it would be a bad precedent to 
pass the bill. 

Senator Taylor of Suffolk said the 
passage of the bill would not in any 
way interfere with business, but would 
simply. recognize in a fitting manner “4 
deed of great national importance.
